A GREAT PRICE PAID FOR 
THE CODEX SINAITICUS 


Recently the British government, 
after about three years of negotiation, 
purchased from the government of 
Russia for a sum equivalent to half a 
million dollars an ancient manuscript 
known to scholars as the Codex 
Sinaiticus. The valuable manuscript | 
arrived in England on Christmas eve, 
brought by courier, and now rests in 
the British Museum. 

Mr. R. Flower, deputy keeper of 
manuscripts at the British Museum, 
says that the price is the largest the 
Museum has ever paid for a manu- 
script, and also that the purchase is 
the most important the Museum has 
ever made.” 

Rev, T. B, Stewart Thomson writes 
in the Record of the Church of Scot- 
land: 

“There is something ironical in 
the spectacle of an anti-Christian 
government raising money by the 
sale of one of the treasures of 
Christendem. Fortunately there is 
no fear of such money being used 
directly or indirectly for Soviet 
propaganda against religion.

Rev. F. W. Beare, B.A., in an article

SAFE PREGNANCY 


Many a Woman, when pregnant, 
needlessly suffers hours of worry be- 
cause of her ignorance. Her worry is 
likely to be increased by the silly but 
frightening stories that she will hear 
from her friends and neighbours. 
Worry is bad enouch, but it is not the 
worst result of ignorance, for the wo- 
man's ignorance may be the direct 
cause of disaster, and, in such cases, 
her very life is endangered. 

Any healthy woman, with a normal 
peivis, whose heart, lungs and kidneys 
are in good condition, can expect. to 
pass through pregnancy with safety. 
She will need to prepare her body for 
this particular physical strain, and 
she will need to have her doctor make 
sure, from time to time, that her body 
maintains its healthy condition. 

Unfortunately, all women are not 
healthy. The heart. lungs, or kidneys 
may be diseased, or damaged from 
some previous disease. A pre-marital 
examination would allow for warning 
these women as to their ability to go 
through pregnancy. Most of them can: 
do so, provided they are able to have 
extra medical supervision and to carry 
out the instructions received concern- 
ing longer rest periods, diet, et cetera. 

A recent study of maternal morta- 
lity in New York City, covering a pe- 
riod of three years, made by the Aca- 
demy of Medicine, shows that about 
two-thirds of the deaths which did 
occur were preventable. This conclu- 
sion was reached after a careful con- 
sideration of each case, and the deci- 
sion was made on practical, and not 
theoretical grounds. 

This study confirms the findings of 
others made elsewhere. The actual 
figures may vary a little, but the 
general conclusion is that two out of 
every three maternal deaths could be 
preverted if proper use were made of 
what we know concerning the proper 
care of the expectant mother. 

What the pregnant woman needs is 
medical and nursing care There is 
no mystery about what kind of care 
is needed. The problem is, how are 
all women to secure such care? In 
some cases, this is difficult, and in a 
few impossible, but in the vast majo- 
rity of cases, Women who could secure 
adequate care fail to do so because! 
they do not know how important it is 
for their own lives and health and for 
the life and health of their expected 
baby that they do so. 

The time for care to begin is early 
in pregnancy, and it must be continu- 
ed regularly throughout. There is no 
other way by which health and life 
may be safeguarded and pregnancy 
made safe and comfortable for mother 


and child.

To begin with, only 
guaranteed milk or special milk for 
infants was put into bottles; then, 
later, milk was delivered in bottles 
at public markets, schools, offices and 
factories, and finally it has come to 
be used for general home consumption

milk, whey, and butter milk are sold 
in bottles.

An Historian's Review of the 


Dwellers In the Peace River 
Country During 1934 A. D. 


By PROFESSOR ELECTROPROTONICUS, 4000 A.D. 


The following interesting and clever 
paper was recently read at a social 
gathering at Appleton. It was com- 
posed by Nelson Wheeler and George 
Halette, and was read by George, as 
follows: 


Great interest has been aroused by 
the recent excavations that have taken 
place at a spot that was known in the 
Bennett Era as the Red Willow Dis- 
trict. 

Extensive operations, under the 
supervision of a noted geologist, Pro- 
fessor Cosmic-Ray, have brought to 
light the fossilized remains of what is 
believed to have been a dwelling of a 
decadent inhabitant of this district. 
At a depth of sixty feet, the robots, 
under the control of Master Mechanic 
Radio-Beam, struck a substance simi- 
lar to voleanic strata. This ultimately 
proved, after exhaustive laboratory 
tests, using the Coronium Oxide pro- 
cess, to be petrified remains of what 
at that period are believed to have 
been trees. This very primitive dwell- 
ing was evidently erected by placing 
eylindrical objects at right angles to 
each other, in a horizontal position, 
forming a series of rectangles. These 
were placed one above the other until 
sufficient height was reached to per- 
mit of comfortable locomotion of the 
aweller, A crude covering was formed 
by smaller specimens, laid side by side, 
and alternately covered with perfect 
squares of Terra-Firma and Grassica- 
Sloughensus. 

Quoting Professor Grimmetticus as 
our authority, these people were Sun 
Worshippers. The reason given for 
this statement is that openings were 
found in the Bennettolithic dwelling 
facing the rising of the sun, which 
position was known to this ancient 
people as the East, quoting excerpts 
from papyrus and parchments un- 
earthed in the old river bed of the 
Ancient Wapiti, at a depth of a thous- 
and feet. 

According to theories formed from 
the deciphering of the Wapiti Docu- 
ments, this eastern aperture was 
called a door. Others on the southern 
side were referred to as windows. 
These served as a means, not only of 
admitting the ultra-violet and infra- 
red rays but also as a safe way of 
determining the approach of tax 
collectors, machine agents, bailiffs and 
other natural enemies of the Benett- 
olithic Man, Upon the approach of 
one or more of these enemies the in- 
habitants would retire into a sub- 
terranean depression, known in those 
times as The Cellar, until the danger 
was over. 

They possessed very primitive 
means of defence, of_ which only one 
specimen is preserved today, consist- 
ing of a long, heavy metal tube, at- 
tached to a peculiar shaped block of 
wood, and projecting a small hard 
metal object by means of certain 
chemicals compounded in unequal pro- 
portions, forming a substance known 
at that time as gunpowder. It is be- 
lieved that this punitive weapon was 
used for the extermination of a specie 
of animal known then as the Moosii 
Barnardicus.

There is, however, another theory 
propounded by Professor Clericas 


Harrisonii, who, by the way, is noted 
for his scholastic endeavors in de- 
ciphering the strange hierogylphics of 
the Bennett Era, that this ancient race 
were Moon Worshippers. 

From various prints and other docu- 
ments unearthed at what was the 
great educational céntre of Appletonia, 
it is evident that this ancient race 
were in the habit of holding convivial 
gatherings at the full of the Moon. 
At these gatherings the ritual con- 
sisted of the whole company joining 
hands in a circle, then pairing off and 
performing rapid revolutions, at the 
same time kicking the feet about in 
the most intricate movements, sway- 
ing their bodies in time to the meas- 
ured beat of their crude musical in- 
struments, 

We find further proof that after 
several of these moon dances some of 
the performers becamé moon-struck, 
so great was the enthusiasm to which 
they worked themselves up to. But, 
according to Professor Harrisonii, this 
was chiefly confined to the younger 
members. 

The prints show that the singing of 
their native songs, to the accompani- 
ment of their favorite instrument, the 
Johanna, produced varied effects on 
the assembled members —— boredom, 
mental pain and a certain do-get-it- 
over-quick expression is plainly evi- 
dent on their faces. At the close of 
one of these songs the assembly shows 
great joy, however, by striking the 
palms of the hands smartly together. 

An interesting sidelight on the af- 
fection that these homesteaders had 
for the reigning monarch of the time 
is shown by an almost perfect speci- 
ment of a vehicle which was known at 
that time as the Bennett Buggy. The 
same affection, however, was not dis- 
cernible in the commercial centres of 
the Eastern Territory, for there the 
vehicles bore such strange names as 
“Rolls-Royce, Cadillac and Packard. 
These were of the most costly make. 


Part iil 
We will now give a summary of the 
pre-historic Bennettolithic dwelling. 


The various crude instruments and 
curiously fashioned metal receptacles 
found proved to be, according to the 
Mortrudian Theory, articles used in 
the preparation of various kinds of 
food . Domestic culture had not risen 
to a very high art at this time, the 
homesteader’s food consisting mostly 
of solids. A round-shaped flat object, 
mistaken for a wooden dise, after ex~- 
haustive laboratory tests proved to be 
a mixture of finely ground kernels of 
the wheat plant, of which a rare speéci- 
men is to be seen in the Botanical 
Temple in the City of Relativity. This 
modern metropolis is built on the site 
of the Ancient City of Grande Prairie. 

A curiously shaped object which 
attracts great interest is a conglom- 
erate mass of iron and steel, fashioned 
in oblong shape with a tubular pro- 
jection, in a vertical position, which 
projection extended upwards through 
the overhead covering of the dwelling. 
After extensive experiments by Pro- 


fessor Mac-Allisonia of the Hellernian 
Institute of Metallurgy, a theory has 
been formed that this object was used 
by these primitive people in the pre- 
paration of food, and also for heat 
during the colder season. 

Under the southern aperture was 
situated a flat rectangular object at- 
tached to the wall, and supported by 
two frail objects, Beside it stood a 
six-sided object cubular in appearances 
and perfectly smooth one side being 
covered with oda hieroglyphics, which 
were OK APPLES. These have not 
been deciphered yet. According to 
Professor Claysharpanivtus, this was 
used as a means of support when par- 
taking of the solid food placed on the 
rectangular object, which in turn 
supported various metal tools and con- 
tainers used when eating. 

A curious object attracted the eye of 
one of our leading authorities on an- 
cient foods, to-wit, Professor Winkitus, 
At first glance this was believed to be 
an instrument used in the shaping of 
their primitive weapons, known to our 
metallurgical experts as an anvil, It 
was finally concluded this was a food 
known as bannock, to which the 
homesteader seemed very partial, as 
other substances found in various 
vessels served to show a considerable 
amount of the ingredients of this 
bannock was always kept on hand. 
Phosphates, alum, borax, and finely 
ground kernels of the wheat plant, 
mixed together with H20, which 
formed a sticky mass, were the prin- 
cipal constituents, This, when ex- 
posed to an open flame in a metal 
container gave a very good example 
of the culinary achievements of the 
Bennett Era. Professor Winkitus, 
who was persuaded to make a per- 
sonal test of the edible qualities of 
this confection, is still suffering from 
distention of the stomach, due to the 
emphyreal gases of the phosphates. 

It is evident that this cataclysm of 
1934 A.D. came with great suddenness, 
as underneath this table was found the 
fossilized remains of the occupant of 
this dwelling. Deducting from por- 
tions still clinging to the figure, we 
find that these people wore various 
garments of odd shapes and colors. 
An object found underneath the 
Bennettolithic Man, bearing the hiero- 
glyphics G.W.G., caused great con- 
troversy at one of our leading educa- 
tional centres, one scholar claiming it 
as the identification by which the man 
was known to his fellows, and others 
claiming it to be the trade-name of 
the maker of this garment. 


A small pouch, crudely fashioned 
from the hide of some obscure animal, 


and found near the figure, contained | 
metal discs, each bearing | 
the hierogylphics, ONE CENT. These, ;

we believe, were used as a medium of 
exchange. However, it has been con- 
cluded that these people of the Ben- 
nett Era were not very prosperous, as 
these metal discs have not been found 
in any great quantities. 

Professor Insolvent advances the 
theory that they provided some sort 
of amusement for the homesteaders, 
such as the ancient and honorable 
game of poker, which still exists today 
among the lower intellectuals. 


Another valuable discovery is a 
transparent object of great beauty 
and form, known even in this era of 


4000 A.D. as the “bottle,” or in the 
vulgar vernacular of that distant time 
as “the jug.” It was thought at first 
to be empty, but upon one of the re- 
search workers removing it from the 
grasp of the fossilized digits of the 
figure, one end struck sharply against 
the cooking machine, spilling a modi- 
cum of the contents on the iron sur- 
face. So potent was this liquid that 
immediately a chemical reaction set 
in, causing corrosion to a large extent. 
This liquid, it is thought, was taken 
as a solvent for the bannock before 


mentioned and, according to the 
parchment found, was known as 
moonshine or squirrel whiskey. One 


of the robots, upon being given a small 
potion of this fluid, immediately per- 
formed the amazing feat of climbing 
to the fifteenth terrace of the Palace 
of Sport at Europia. 

There seems no doubt that the Ben- 
nettolithic Man was little better than 
a slave, performing all the menial 
tasks outside the dwellings, and in 
some cases was forced to help clean 
the eating utensils by immersing them 
in water and then polish them with a 
piece of fabric. In their own dwell- 
ings the females did all the talking 
and gave the orders, while the men 
listened. From records deciphered by 
Professor Watticus, we find this one- 
sided conversation has yielded no in- 
formation of any importance, The 
men were allowed a certain freedom, 
however, for on certain nights they 
were allowed to meet together and 
talk as much as they wished, On dif- 
ferent nights these meetings had dif- 
ferent names, some being U.F.A., 
Liberals, Conservatives, etc, and 
seemed to provide the men with much 
amusement for several days afterward. 
Professor Watticus explains that in 
deciphering this particular parchment 
he came across the words, “hot air” 
and “political,” and up-to-date has 
been unable to classify them. 

The men, as a race, were very easily 
eontrolied, but should ome become un- 
ruly, the female quickly brought him 
under control by striking him over the 
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head several times with a cylindrical 
object with a handle at each end. In 
every dwelling that contained a female 
one of these were found and all 
showed signs of use. When the de- 
pressions on one of these objects were 
compared with the projections on the 
skull of a Bennettolithic man they 
were found to be identical,

There are parties and dances in be- 
tween times, and visits to make; in 
fact, if one attends everything there 
is no time left for sleep. 

Valleyview seems to be waking up 
again, too. You remember Mary 
Gerdin, don't you, Uncle. Well, she 
was married yesterday to Ole Rose- 
berg, and their wedding dance was 
held last night in Valleyview school- 
house. 

And then there’s Ingvald Tingstad. 
I don’t have to ask you if you have 
met him. Everybody knows Ingvald, 
even if they don't know how to spell 
his name. As I was going to say, he's 
married now to the most popular 
school ma’am that Valleyview is ever 
likely to have. She was Marrion 
Barron before she met this fellow 
Tingstad, Their wedding dance is 
to be held tonight (Tuesday), at Gus 
Holmen’s place. 

You know Tom Kerr who has a 
camp on Sturgeon Lake? Well, Mr. 
Kerr Jr.—Bill his name is—has a 
closed cutter which comes in handy 
when there’s a dance on a cold night. 
He took a crowd out to Valleyview 
on the 23rd, which was the night our 
thermometer got pneumonia, 

I heard the queerest story the other 
day, Uncle. Someone was telling me 
that Bobbie Williamson (manager of 
another auto camp at the Lake) 
started going to school last fall. Isn't 
that silly? Why Bob's a grown man; 
and, anyway, why sbould he go away 
down to Sturgeon Heights to school 
when the Mission is right next door? 
I'll ask him about it when I see him 
again. He's out trapping now with 
George Apps, and doing well, too, so 
I've heard. 

I believe I mentioned in my last 
letter about Mr. Cook, the R. C. M. P. 
at the Lake, having an operation for 
appendicitis, He suffered consider- 
ably at first, but he says it won't be 
long now ‘till he's his old self once 
again, 

Mr. Christopherson, who is a relief 
officer from Edmonton, spent a few 
days at the Lake early in February in 
connection with relief business in this 
and other districts east of the Smoky. 
There's a lot of red tape to that—and 
greenbacks too, I suppose. 

I was down by the Lake one beauti- 
ful spring day this week, watching the 
ice-cutters at work, and memories by 
the thousand were rushing through 
my mind of pleasant days spent on 
the beach last summer, when several 
crows passed over my head—thinking 
themselves, no doubt, what every 
young fellow thinks when spring is in 
the offing. Of course it wasn't 
thoughts of love that eccupied my 
mind altogether. Naturally, the camps 
present an ideal setting for such af- 
fairs, but there are also lots of other 
diversions just as thrilling to some of 
us—and less dangerous, perhaps! 
Swimming, motor-boating and dancing 
and their incidental pleasantries lead 
the list for me in making camp life 
one grand sweet song. As I stood 
there on the beach, gazing at the blue,
